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COMMUNIST TRIAL ENDS WITH 11 GUILTY 


In the Federal Court House in New York’s Foley 
Square, Judge Harold R. Medina rocked in his big 
leather-backed chair. He glanced at the jury, lis- 
tening patiently. He looked at the government’s 
attorney, John F. X. McGohey, and aides confer- 
ring at their table. Then he studied the defense at- 
torneys, buzzing among themselves and watching, 
hawklike, for a chance to jump up and disrupt the 
court's procedure. An almost imperceptible frown 
twitched the judge’s neat mustache. 

Inthe high, oak-paneled courtroom (fromwhich 
press photographers were barred in accordance 
with federal judicial practice) the trial had been 
going on for nearly nine months. For Harold Me- 
dina, former Columbia law professor, it was his first

big trial as a judge, But this was more than a big 
trial. It was one of the most important cases, and 
might become the most significant, in U.S. history. 
Before the bench were 11 top leaders of the Com- 
munist party in this country, charged with secretly 
advocating the overthrow of the government by 
violence. Directly involved was an all-important 
issue in U.S. jurisprudence and political philoso- 
phy. From the defense came the argument that 
books, the Communist party and free speech (not 
11 Communists) were on trial. The government 
answered that only these 11 individual men were 
involved. They were charged with fomenting rev- 
olution, not openly (long since judged no crime) 
but in secret conspiracy. A nice point legally, it 
had tremendous significance: what are the means 
a democracy can use to protect its existence? 

In this surcharged atmosphere the defense law- 
yers tried to scuttle the trial instead of win it. First 
they attacked the jury system, then tried, with 
taunts and inflammatory outbursts, to throw the 
courtroom into confusion and the case into mis- 
trial. Despite it all, Judge Medina remained calm, 
refusing to be goaded into the eruption they hoped 
would get him disqualified. 

‘Through spring, the unseasonable heat of last 
summer and well into autumn the trial went on. As 
the government unfolded its damning evidence of 
criminal conspiracy the Communists responded 
with more oratory, more courtroom antics. Final- 
ly, on Oct. 13, the arguments were over. Pointed- 


ly, impartially, Judge Medina gave the case to the 
jury. Next day, after deliberating seven hours, 
they were back. The verdict: all 11 guilt 

The vital question of whether thi n en. 
dangered civil liberties would have to wait until 
the Supreme Court acted upon the Communists’ 
appeal. But for Judge Medina the trial was over. 
First, however, there was one little matter of “un- 
finished business.” Sternly he called the Commu- 
nists’ lawyers before him and, as the courtroom 
gasped, gave six of them sentences varying from 30 
days to six months in jail for contempt of court. 

Judge Medina’s frown gave way to a look of so- 
ber satisfaction as he turned, his black robes swirl- 
ingsoftly, and then proceeded from the courtroom.

THE TRIAL WAS LONGEST, MOST NOISY, 
MOST CONTROVERSIAL IN U.S. HISTORY 


Thetrial wasthe longest federal crimi- 
nalcase in U.S. history (second longest: 


trial in 1944, which ended in a mistrial). 
One reason for the record length was the 
40 days’ delay at the start, during which 
time the defense used up all of its 15 al- 
lowed challenges in choosing jurors. 


The trial’s text ran to five million words on 

W157 pages, occupied 38 volumes. The depo- 
sition written by Party Chairman William Z. 
Foster, who was absent and will later be tried 
separately, alone ran for 394 pages and took 
two whole days in court to be read. 


It was the most picketed tri 
history. More NewYork City pol 

(400) were assigned to the courthouse on 
the trial’sopening day thanatany previ- 
ous trial held there. At times during the 
trial the pickets numbered several thou- 
sands. Finally in August the U.S. House 
of Representatives passed a bill outlaw- 
ing pickets at federal trials. But the Sen- 
ate had not acted on it by the trial’s end. 


The trial cost the government $1 million in 
lawyer and jury fees and clerical costs. It cost 
the defertse nearly $500,000 in printing, steno- 
graphic charges, lawyers’ fees, office expenses 
and miscellaneous costs, amounting to around 
$10,000 weekly. 


Press coverage was largest in the U.S. 
since 1935 Lindbergh trial; reporters, 
whose output ran into billions of words, 
occupied 70 of courtroom’s 140 seats. A 
precedent of some sort was established 
by reporters for the Daily Worker, who 
duringafternoon recesssubmitted their 
copy to the defendants for approval. 


On March 7, after he had heard the 16th of 
22 motions made by the defense, Judge Medina 
said, “This must be almost the world’s record 
for motions.” But this was easily surpassed on 
March 31 when he denied 70 defense motions 
at one clip. 


Thousands of telegrams were sent to 
Judge Medina during the trial. Within 
a day after putting Defendants Gates, 
Winston and Hall in jail for contempt 
of court, he got more than 3,000 tele~ 
grams, all insulting or defamatory. 


Assoonasthe verdict wasannouncedthe Voice 
of America was quick to point out in worldwide 
broadcasts that, in contrast to the trial here, 
Hungary's recent trial of Laszlo Rajk and seven 
other leading Communists (Lire, Oct. 10) took 
only six days. All the defendants there pleaded 
guilty and five were sentenced to death or life 
imprisonment. 


When it was all over a reporter noted 
that in spite of all the tumult Judge Me- 
dina had never once banged his gavel. 
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DEFENSE ACTUALLY WEAKENED OWN CASE 


Tt was 10:30 a.m, last Jan. 17 when 75-year-old 
Court Crier Fred Loeffelman loudly proclaimed, 
“All rise!” Judge Medina mounted the bench in the 
robe Loeffelman had helped him into a few moments 
earlier, and Clerk William Borman intoned. “Hear 
ye, hear ye, all persons having business with the 
court . . . draw near, give your attention and you 
shall be heard.” In the weary months that followed, 
Fred Loeffelman carried innumerable jugs of water 
to the bench and counsel tables, while those hav-

ing business with Judge Medina’s court were heard. 

Because of the delaying tactics of the defense, it 
was March 23 before the first government witness 
took the stand. He was Louis F. Budenz, ex-Commu- 
nist managing editor of the Daily Worker who is now 
on the faculty of Fordham University. An expert 
witness on the machinations of the conspiracy that 
he had abandoned for Catholicism, Budenz te:

intern Head Dmitri Manuilsky and French Commu- 
nist Jacques Duclos, had been plotting a violent 
revolution in the c he plotters had 
been guided, he said, by (among others) Stalin him- 
self, who had written in Fundamentals of Leninism 
that an American revolution was “impossible with- 
out the violent destruction of the machinery of the 
bourgeois state.” Although the defense made much 
of Budenz’ past, and although Eugene Dennis bit- 
terly denounced him as a “traitor,” five days of 
cross-examination never shook Budenz’ story. 
The defense had taken it for granted that the gov- 
ernment would use Louis Budenz to lay the ground- 
work for its case. But it was unprepared for Witness 
Herbert A. Pl , whose appearance brought 
protests of “unfair surprise” from the Communists’ 
lawyers and marked a turning point in the trial. Phil- 
brick, a 33-year-old Boston advertising man, had

lived a double life. He testified that, as a member 
of Communist groups since 1940 and a secret party 
member since 1944, he had kept the F. in con- 
stant touch with the party's efforts to “colonize” 
such key factories as the General Electric jet-engine 
plant at Lynn, Mass.—object, violence. 

Before he was through U.S. Attorney John F. X. 
McGohey deftly wove the evidence of seven such 
counterespionage agents into his case—and fright- 
ened the party into a frantic loyalty investigation 
of the members on its rolls. Then on May 23 the de- 
fense took over. For 82 days Head Red Eugene Den-

nis, his battery of lawyers and his codefendants tried 
to show that the Communists were just another po- 
litical party, that they plotted nothing but peace- 
ful change, that they now abhorred violence as a 
reformed drunk abhors the bottle. But time after 
time McGohey trapped their witnesses into admis. 
sions of false statements. At the end Judge Medina, 
in overruling motions for a dismissal of the indict- 
ment, agreed that the government's case was actu- 
ally stronger than it was when the defense began. 
The curtain line to the drawn-out drama came when 
er Sacher told the judge that he consid- 
ered a jail sentence for contempt a small price to pay 
“in the cause of liberty.” Retorted Judge Medina, 
“Tt is not the price of liberty but of misbehavior.”

Tne NAVY AND SECURITY 


THE GRAVE QUESTIONS RAISED BY THE ADMIRALS MUST BE WEIGHED AGAINST THE PURPOSES BEHIND THEM 


Brave men, blue water and fine ships made 
the Navy great. All these, and something else: 
a dedication, a special essence of purpose, skill 
and spirit which has ever set apart the Navy 
and its men, Naval airmen have the same dis- 
tinct and separate quality, the quality which 
caused Henry Stimson to remark with inspired 
irritation that the Navy dwells in a dim reli- 
gious world of its own. Dim though the Navy’s 
inner world may be, its religion is mighty, and 
for it the U.S, must be deeply thankful. It is the 
religion of John Paul Jones, of Decatur at Trip- 
oli, of Farragut at New Orleans, of Halsey and 


Spruance and Radford at Guadalcanal, Mid- | 


way, Okinawa; and nowadays of Admiral Louis 
Dentfeld, the present Chief of Naval Operations, 
who can say with total certainty, “Any step 
that is not good for the Navy is not good for 
the nation.” 

Last week the Navy's sense of dedicated 
rightness led it to put on a performance with- 
out precedent in U.S. history. The highest offi- 
cers of the Navy told the public, the allies and 
the enemies of the U.S. that American military 
policy is senseless, fallacious and immoral.'They 
shook the country’s confidence in the make 
the methods, the chosen instruments of mili- 
tary policy. They exposed critical difficulties 
in two central agencies of military policy, the 
Department of Defense and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. They lessened the deterrent effect of 
the atomic bomb, the only positive counter to 
Soviet aggression now possessed by the U.S. 


All this they did in 

line of highest duty. 

And why? Regretting 

that such matters had 

to be thrashed out be- 

ay fore the world, Admi- 
ral Denfeld said, “I be- 
lieve, however, that it 
would have been im- 
measurably more re- 
grettable had these is- 
sues remained hidden and a false sense of secu- 
rity been permitted to prevail.” Sensible men 
must agree. Thanks to him and his fellow admi- 
rals, it is now evident that a false sense of secu- 
rity did prevail and that further concealment 
could have only compounded the harm. Every- 
one knew that the Department of Defense was 
having its troubles, that the Navy was unhap- 
py, that the services were still bickering. But 
there was a feeling that Secretary Johnson and 
the Joint Chiefs were doing pretty well with 
“unification,” whatever that somewhat mys- 
terious word might mean, Now it is all too clear 
that unification is faring badly, that Secretary 
Johnson is faring even worse, and that the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff is a cover for continuing and cor- 
roding differences between the Navy and the 
other services. To the extent that the atmos- 
phere and effectiveness of the Department of 
Defense and the Joint Chiefs of Staff determine

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the security of the country, the U.S. is in a bad 
way and it’s well that all Americans know it. 
In exposing the weaknesses of the Joint Chiefs 
and Department of Defense, the Navy spokes- 
men brought into question the usefulness of the 
atomic bomb, the wisdom of the strategy based 
upon it, and the efficiency of the B-36 bomber 
chosen to carry it on its primary missions. 


The burden of reply 
rested this week upon 
General Vandenberg of 
the Air Force, General 
Bradley and General 
Collins of the Army, 
Secretary Johnson and 
General Eisenhower, 
who has shared in re- 


VANDENBERG cent decisions as tempo- 
rary chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs. To judge the strategic case before 


all the evidence is expertly weighed would be 
foolhardy. But the Navy case is in, its perform- 
ance is complete and open to appraisal, The at- 
titudes displayed at the hearings tell a good 
deal about the Navy, about the weight to be 
given its points and about the chances of some 
real unification. 

Neither the Navy’s performance nor the fu- 
ture of unification can be properly appraised 
unless the Navy's governing purpose is under- 
stood. The record, read as a whole, makes the 
purpose clear: to preserve the autonomy and 
protect the over-all role of the Navy (or, as Ad- 
miral Denfeld put it, “the means to do our full 
share in protecting our country from—or in— 
total war”).-Every point made, every argu- 
ment advanced by the Navy was devised with 
this primary objective in mind. Admiral Arthur 
W. Radford called the B-36 “a billion-dollar 
blunder,” but the record as a whole shows that 
the Navy is less interested in the merits or faults 
of the B-36 than in the cuts in naval aviation re- 
sulting from the heavy expenditures for B-36s.

Admiral Denfeld completed the picture when 
he said the Navy is not objecting to the new de- 
fense establishment or to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff as such, but to the way they have worked 
so far—against the interests of the Na’ 
These viewpoints bear directly on the pros-

pects of unification. Admiral Denfeld said with 
manifest sincerity that unification can come 
and should come IF it means “coordination” 
(rather than central direction by a central au- 
thority). Coordination of what? The Navy rec- 
ord allows only one answer: coordination of sep- 
arate and fundamentally independent autono- 
mies. Every Navy witness of consequence, in- 
cluding Admiral Denfeld, insisted that each 
service should have the right to shape its own 
role, develop its own weapons, spend its own 
money’ within the limits set by Congress. This 
could be done, they argued, without sacrificing 
the concept of joint planning in the interest of 
all the services. Yet they argued with equal fer- 
vor that Air and Army generals don’t know 
enough about naval practice to determine dec 
sions vitally affecting the Navy. Since unific: 
tion or coordination is inconceivable without 
power in the Joint Chiefs of Staff, represent- 
ing all three services, to make binding deci- 
sions, the outlook would seem to be pretty dim. 


The Navy likes to 
think that the trouble 
is mainly a matter of 
personalities, notably 
the abrasive personali- 
ty of Secretary Johnson. 
Tt isn’t. If Mr. Johnson 
is guilty of the arbitrary 
discrimination charged 
to him, he should be 
fired. But no one should 
be deceived in thie process. Secretary Johnson 
takes unification to mean central direction of 
the individual services by a central authority 
and he has tried to run his department on this 
basis. No Secretary of Defense- who does that 
can expect to get along with the Navy as it is 
now constituted and commanded. 

Yet the country, rightly expecting a sensible 
system of defense administration, should not 
despair and conclude that all is necessarily lost. 
Despite the surviving animosities and the dif- 
ferences between the services, history is on the 
side of unification. During a glorious period the 
peacetime Navy was maintained as the nation’s 
natural force-in-being, the service particularly 
charged with the global concerns of the U.S. In 
this period the Army was to all effects confined 
to the U.S. mainland, and it was seldom re- 
quired to look beyond the nearest Indian. Now 
all that has changed, and even the durable Navy 
must change in kind, At a time when the global 
interests of the U.S. are the shared concern of 
the Navy, the Army and the Air Force, there is 
neither room nor excuse for the old separatism. 
‘The Air Force and the Army have much to learn 
from the Navy about the nature and uses of 
global power; the Navy cannot expect to retain 
all the prerogatives and attitudes of its v 
ished past. History may yet be a better teach- 
er than Mr. Johnson, a more powerful force 
than the pride and the spirit of the U.S. Navy.

DOES THE AMERICAN WOMAN NEED A NEW FIGURE? 


FASHION MENTORS ARGUE WHETHER SHEATH AND SHINGLE WILL BRING BACK BUSTLESS, BOYISH SHAPE 


American women, battle-scarred survivors of 
the 1947 revolution, when the New Look took over, 
are hearing disquieting reports from the fashion 
fronts: Having made over their figures for the New 
Look, was it possible that they were now going to 
have to change them all over again? The edict 
from Paris sounded unmistakable. “[The] new 


line,” said Harper's Bazaar, “requires a new fig- 
ure.” Match, a French magazine, printed the il- 
lustrations above. The one at left showed the 1949 
figure: pointed, an emphasized bosom, pinched- 
in waist, rounded hips. The one at right showed 
the 1950 figure, conforming to Harper's Bazaar’s 
prescription: “slender hips, a slender behind, less 
pointed and less prominent bust and a small waist 
but with no sharp nip-in.” The warnings were com- 
ing not only from Paris, but also from American 
designers, who are reviving a shorter, tighter skirt 
(Lirk, Sept. 5), and from college shops, which are 
excited over the styles of the ’20s (Lire, Aug. 29). 
The American woman might become reconciled to 

‘a troublesome change- 
over but she might re- 
bel at returning to the 
line of the '20s—to the 
flat, boyish flapper fig- 
ure, The mere sugges- 
tion brought gasps from 
most women and near- 
ly all curve-conscious 
men. The first Ameri- 
can reactions were not 
so extreme as Match’s. 
Bonwit Teller adver- 
tised a corset which promoted “the narrow thigh, 
the flatter hip and derriére,” but where Match vir- 


tually ignored the waist, Bonwit added a couple of 
inches to the top of the girdle to set off the waistline. 

Women's Wear Daily, a trade paper, went to 
the opening night of a fashionable New York sup- 
per room and came away with some spot news. On 
its front page it ran the illustration below and re- 
ported that one out of 
10 women present wore 
this style of dress. It tied 
right into the fuss about 
the girdle, for the dress 
was a narrow-skirted 
sheath which could be 
worn only if the wearer 
had her hips and behind 
pulled in—a function 
which the new girdles 
performed. 

‘The emerging of the 
sheath was confirmed at 
a theater opening a few 
days later when Maggi 
MeNellis (below), so- 
cialite television star, 
showed up in one. But 
she had a sharper waist than the edicts seemed to 
call for and she definitely kept to last year’s ideas in 
bosoms. There was going to be something new, but 
it was not going to be a 
flat-bodied flapper. 

Meanwhile another 
reminder of the flapper 
days had been return- 
ing, that old compan- 
ion of the sheath, the 
shingle. The lady on the 
front page of Women's 
Wear Daily wore her 
hair shingled and two 
thirds of the girls at a 
New York high-style 
model agency (bottom) 
had cut their hair al- 
most to boy’s length to 
meet clients’ require- 
ments when showing 
off new clothes. 

At this point the revolution did not seem over- 
whelming. Probably waists would not be so sharply 
shaped. Undoubtedly bosoms would be less prom- 
inent. Fashion papers talked of “breast curves hid- 
den by bloused fullness” and of something they 
described as “the descending bustline.” Not many 
went so far as Harper's Bazaar, which said, “The 
eyenow travels to the sleeve instead of to the bust.”? 


But then the New York Times reported that 
at college shops girls were going all the way back to 
the middy blouse and pleated skirt (below), adopt- 
ing a dress which made 
the wearer look as if she 
had a concave chest, a 
body flat as the sides of 
a barn and no waist at 
all. To American women 
who had become accus- 
tomed to convex chests 
and some reasonable 
flaunting of curves, this 
showed how far things 
couldgooncetheyreally 
got started. 

Itseemedasif thefirst 
toadopt the styles of the 
°20s were the girls who 
weren’teven born when 
IT was it. Glamour mag. 
azine recalled the hero- 
ines of that hectic age: “Iris March, beautiful and 
doomed in her green hat, driving to destruction 
in a white Hispano Suiza . . . glamour was Hem- 
ingway’s Lady Brett Ashley, divinely mad and gal- 
lant, her bright hair short as a boy’s. A girl who 
had IT pulled her little bucket-hat down over her 
eyes... wore a knee-length skirt and a knee- 
length rope of pearls. . . . It was the unfettered 
way of dressing that kicked over all the traces.” 

Ifconsumers were worried over the prospects, at 
least one business—the belt industry—was driven 
into frenzies of alarm, remembering the straight, 
almost beltless days of the '20s. The Belt Associa- 
tion of America started a $5,500 prize contest to 
keep the belt where it is now. Contestants were 
asked to explain in 100 words or less which of the

three silhouettes above they preferred. It seemed 
an unlikely competition for anyone who liked the 
low or Empire belt lines and the contest would 
probably end up where the fashion experts now 
start it by explaining that “you no longer need to 
yank in your belt to the last hole or lace your waist 
with a-tiny waistband.” 

There was no definite answer yet to the ques- 
tion: Does the American woman need a new fig- 
ure? Maybe all she needs is some slight remodel- 
ing. Certainly the French couture was giving in 
to the American insistence on the long line of leg 
and thigh. It was not definite that the younger gen- 
eration wanted to go back to looking like a meal- 
sacked flapper. Possibly everybody would settle 
just for some changes in emphasis and some pleas- 
ant revivals, like those displayed on the next page.

Four centuries ago, when the new interest in 
culture was spreading northward from Renais- 
sance Italy, a haughty family of Austrian lords 
was taking its place as the greatest patron of art 
in all Christendom. It was the House of Habsburg, 
which ruled in Spain, the Netherlands and all of 
central Europe. For three centuries its princes 
filled their sumptuous palaces with rare objects 
and beautiful paintings, and when its empire fell 
in 1918 it had amassed a treasury of art which was 
second to none.

When Steep Rock Lake was divided (by dams) into three lakes and the river was di- 
verted, the middle lake was drained. In the picture above it is shown being drained. It 
is still deserted and the desolate look is made greater by the exposed sides and muddy 
bottom, Only one building stands on the shore. The transformation is shown in the pic- 
ture at right. The pit is dug, its sides terraced (the top terrace was once the lake bot- 
tom). Buil and huts are all around and power lines are strung across the landscape 
to furnish power for the digging. A new spur line of the Canadian National Railroad 
runs alongside the power lines right into the pit to take out the ore as fast as it is dug.

Only six years ago Steep Rock Lake was a lonely scene, its water lapping quiet- 
ly against a shoreline ribbed with rocks and fringed by tangled pine forests. It 
was a wilderness area that lay just north of the village of Atikokan, Ontario, a 
division point on The Canadian National Railways route from the head of Lake 
Superior to Winnipeg. An occasional trapper or fisherman penetrated the 140 
miles northwest to the lake from Fort William, But for most of the year Steep 


Rock Lake was unvisited by man. 
Today the area is a scene of bustling activity. The lake is gone and the once-

an immense pit, power shovels are digging ore out of the earth day and night. 

This transformation was a gigantic job. First Steep Rock Lake was divided 
into three lakes, as shown in the diagram on the photograph at bottom. Naming 
them simply A, B and C, the Steep Rock Iron Mines, Ltd. picked B as the most 
promising area and went to work to get at the ore under the water. First the 
Seine River, which flowed through the lake, sometimes at a turbulent pace, had 
to be diverted two miles to the west. Twenty miles of roads had to be built just 
to get to the river to start the work of diverting it. When it was finally turned, 
M4 electrically driven centrifugal pumps were put into Lake B and slowly, six 


inches a day, the 130-foot water level dropped until the muddy lake bed was 
reached (below, left). To run the pumps and other electrical equipment, power 
lines had to be strung all the way from Port Arthur to Steep Rock. 

One year after the river had been diverted the big power shovels were noisily 
digging into the loose, slippery silt to get at the rich ore under what had been 
Lake B. And another year later, with draining operations already started on 
Lake A, the first truckload of pure hematite ore went rumbling out of pit B, 
onto the new railroad line and down to Port Arthur for the ore lines, railroads 
and blast furnaces that are so intricately intertwined in Cyrus Eaton's empire. 


‘THE NEW RIVER is cut through the countryside to divert water that fed Steep Rock 
Lake. This airview shows the area at the top of the airview at left. The Seine River now 
takes this path that was cut and blasted out of solid rock most of the way. The power 
plant (center) replaces one that was on the now dry river and had to be abandoned. 


DIGGING PROGRESS is shown in this cutaway drawing. Lines indicate layers of silt, 
rock and ore dug through each year. Ore bodies at Steep Rock, unlike most at Mesabi, 
are thin, deep veins. So open-pit digging will stop at 400 feet. Rest must be done under- 
ground via a shaft because further open-pit digging would bring too many landslides.

Now that most of these problems have been surmounted, life at Steep Rock 
has become as normal as possible 140 miles from the nearest city. The town is 
getting over the pains of growing from 300 in 1943 to more than 2,000 in 1949, 
The company has provided good housing (left). Steep Rock winters, though, 
are long and cold (sometimes 40° below zero), and the people are mostly thrown 
on their own devices for entertainment. But for those who like the outdoor life, 
Steep Rock is heaven. The lakes around Steep Rock are clear, cold and alive 
with huge hungry bass, while the streams wriggle with trout. There 
lonely picnic islands (right) to provide every man, woman and child of 
Rock with half a dozen apiece. The animals in Steep Rock’s forests are so tame 
that the only deterrents to hunting are psychological and sentimental. Steep 
Rock deer come right into the town at night to escape the bush wolves, which 
are not so tame. Consequently the deer are regarded as such pets that a man who 
shoots one can usually count ona heated argument with his wife or child or both.

even if it turns him from a free-enterpriser into a socialist. 

Given this set of rules as the key, the whole city of Washington un- 
locks itself, As everyone knows, Harry Truman for nearly 30 years 
has been a professional American politician, trained and brought 
into prominence by the old Tom Pendergast machine in Kansas 
City. Like many other honest and well-meaning men who have 
worked in a crooked city machine, Mr. Truman never came to be- 
lieve—as Tom Pendergast believed—that the goal of the machine 
was to enrich its members through graft. In all his private and pub- 
lic life he has been completely clean. 
Yet being a real politician he stuck 
to Pendergast to the end, even to the 
point of attending Pender; funer- 
al after he had become Vice President 
and Pendergast had become a jailbird. 
On another occasion as President he 
paid a rather spectacular public trib- 
ute to an old political friend who for 
years had hardly ever been known to 
draw a sober breath.

ing that irresistible personal charmer and eloquent speechmak- 
, Franklin Roosevelt. M ruman has no great personal charm 
and often reads a speech as if the words were giving him a bad stom- 
ach-ache. Nobody has yet endorsed him for the list of America’s 10 
greatest Presidents, or even 20 greatest. Practically all the critics 
—the editorial writers, the commentators and the political scien- 
tists—have been highly disdainful, if not of everything he has done, 
at least of a great part of it, At various times he has disappointed 
almost everybody—labor, businessmen, New Dealers, anti-New 
Dealers, farmers and housewive: 

Yet if Mr. Truman has disappointed everybody he has also sue- 
ceeded very well—and this is the mark of a great politician—in 
making nobody terribly mad. The closest he ever came to making 
a real enemy was in the railroad strike, yet by the time of the 1948 
election most union members had decided that he was on their side 
after all. The New Dealers wonder about Mr. Truman’s record and 
friends, but then they read one of his speeches and become con- 
yinced that he is a bosom buddy. The businessmen listen to his 
speeches and get high blood pressure—and then Commerce Secre- 
tary Sawyer goes around to one of their club meetings, pats them 
on the back and assures them that they have nothing to fear. As the 
1948 election returns proved, nobody really hates Mr. Truman. If 
anybody stayed away from the polls that day, it was the Repub- 
licans who didn’t care much for Tom Dewey. 


gzagging down a straight line 


T is the Truman administration’s ability to seem all things to all 

men, to walk on tightropes and conceal the pea under the walnut 
shell, that makes it so difficult to judge, criticize or violently op- 
pose. And it is this same quality that makes it such a potent polit- 
ical machine. From the point of view of an economist or a political 
scientist, the Truman record is full of zigs, twists, zags, turns and 
full circles. From a politician’s point of view it is moving full speed 
down a straight line. After Mr. Truman’s two vote-minded speeches 
on Labor Day and his subsequent sawdust-trail performance at the 
late September dinner for Democratic Chairman Bill Boyle, a good 
many people decided that he had made up his mind and was busy 
running for re-election in 1952. This may or may not be true and 
the facts are unascertainable, for no politician in his right mind 
would let anybody know his intentions so far in advance. Yet Mr. 
Truman is certainly hell-bent for the election, if not of himself, at 
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least of some other Democrat in 195: 
ticians were born. 

In its everyday workings the Truman administration is a com- 
fortable one, with very few hates and without too much ambition. 
Nobody is shouting and beating his breast from either enthusiasm 
or desperation. Except in the field of foreign policy, nobody takes 
anything too seriously—and even there the orientation is some- 
times more political than emotional. The White Paper on China, 
for example, was at least partly motivated by the desire to keep 
Republicans like Senator Knowland from making an issue of Asi- 
atic policy. Nobody knows how much of it is the State Department's 
considered judgment and how much of it is campaign oratory. 

There are some real planners around—the old hot-eyed New Deal 
types who think they can remake society into some kind of Utopia, 
or at least remedy its more egregious defects through state action. 
Possibly the most important of these 
is Leon Keyserling of the Council of 
Econom dvisers, an intense and ar- 
gumentative man who firmly and ear- 
nestly believes he can keep prosperity 
flowing from the economy like a mu- 
sical genius’snotes froma violin. There 
are also the men in the Federal Secu- 
rity Agency, some of them holdovers 
from the New Deal, who are pushing 
the socialized-medicine plan. There 
aretheplannersin Agriculture, whobe- 
lieve they can enrich the farmer with- 
out soaking the customer. 

But the planners have to operate 
through strange channels. Keyserling 
and the rest of them usually gain the 
President’s ear by way of Clark Clif- 
ford, whose title is counsel to Mr. Tru- 
man. Clifford is a former St. Louis law- 
yer who served in the Navy, became 
naval aide to the President through 
mutual St. Louis friends, promptly showed an aptitude for speech- 
writing and eventually became a kind of assistant president—with 
one eye on policy and one eye on politics. Clifford stays out of the 
limelight, performs his duties well—and is one of the most enigmat- 
ic people in the whole Administration. 

Tn bis pre-Washington days Clifford had shown no special interest 
or opinions in politics. He was an up-and-coming young member of a 
good, solid law firm which numbered insurance companies and banks 
among its best clients. He was also a leader in the St. Louis sym- 
phony and opera societies, which are considerably more social than 
sociological. He slipped into the Tru- 
man administration quietly and was 
regarded merely as handsome window 
dressing for the White House until he 
led the great fight against John L. Lew- 
is in the coal strike of 1946. Nobody 
would ever have guessed, from Clif- 
ford’s personal history or his zest while 
badgering Labor Leader Lewis, that 
he would someday become known as 
Mr. Fair Deal. In Washington today, 
that is his nickname. In behalf of 
Fair Deal he has written Mr. 
fiercest speeches, along such line 
to burn his ex-clients to a crisp. 

For the federal medicine program 
the front man is Oscar Ewing, a high- 
ly successful and wealthy attorney

minum Company of America, which 
the New Dealers hated. Ewing has hada yen for politics ever since his 
boyhood days in Indiana, and as he became wealthy enough to in- 
dulge his hobby he became more and more active. But in the cam- 
paigns of 1940 and 1944 he was known more for his eminently prac- 
tical and hardheaded organizational advice than for his interest in 

olicy. When he was made Federal Security Administrator by Mr. 
Truman he moved into a strange new territory where he had no 
prior knowledge or experience. The medical plan was written by 
the planners in his department and he put it out over his sig- 
nature before he had fully assimilated all the details. Ewing's as- 
sociates in FSA consider him an earnest and sincere believer in the 
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medical plan and the other new social security measures which his 
department has been plugging. This is probably correct, because 
Ewing has enough money to retire any time he finds himself in an 
uncongenial job. But the fact remains that he inherited the pro- 
gram and the task of pushing it; at the outset he did not know enough 
about the medical plan to be either for or against it. A cynic might 
say that Ewing or anybody else, given the job of administering and 
advancing social security, could easily persuade himself to be in 
favor of it. 

This is the essence of the Washington puzzle. On paper Mr. Tru- 
man is so dedicated to the welfare state as to stand well to the left 
of Franklin Roosevelt. In real life he 
urrounded by people who just do 
not look like New Dealers at all. In his 
first two years as President he got rid 
of such dedicated New Dealers as Hen- 
ry Morgenthau, Chester Bowles, Hen- 
ry Wallace and Harold Ickes. He has 
brought into his close official family 
such men as John Snyder (a conserv- 
ative banker), Charles Sawyer (a 
conservative businessman) and Fred 
Vinson (a conservative Southerner). 
The natural question to ask is wheth- 
er the President means what he s: 
or means his appointments. The an- 
swer is that undoubtedly Mr. Truman 
means both. 

In his personal tastes Mr. Truman 
runs toward men of his own stripe— 
Midwesterners, World War I veter- 
ans, practical fellows who never gave 
much thought to society’s structure 
and tended to believe all socialists and college professors were queer 
until the New Deal turned planning into a political issue. In addi- 
tion he is not a very severe critic of his friends; his record on ap- 
pointments shows that he believes any good Democrat can hold 
any job in government. After all, if any American boy can become 
Pre: sie ent, why should not any American boy b ary of 
the 1 sury or White House military aide? When it comes to 
¢ Court appointments, what is the difference between a 
ans Hughe da Fred Vinson, or between an Oliver 
Wendell Holmes and a Tom Clark? 

As a politician, however, Mr. Truman has

This flexibility is not solely a matter 
of political discipline. Mr. Truman 
is aware that any real and consistent 
success at politics involves something 
more than party loyalty, the spoils 
system and doorbell ringing. A good 
machine politician has to be a Gallup 
pollster at heart, only better; he must 
constantly wet a finger to the wind, 
keep his ear to the ground, listen to 
the stirrings of the grassroots and feel 
the public pulse. Ed Flynn, the veter- 
an Boss of the Bronx in New York City, 
has stated this principle very succinct.

the common man wants. There were 
some signs in the early days of his Administration that he had de- 
cided that the common man was tired of planners, professors and 
labor leaders, and longed for a return to pre-New Deal individu- 
alism. By last year, however, he had made up his mind that the 
common man still wanted the government to take care of him— 
and protect him from both the vicissitudes and opportunities of a 
free society. Mr. Truman’s 1948 campaign and all his subsequent 
speeches have been based on the theory that government can simul- 
taneously give higher prices to farmers and lower prices to house- 
wives, higher wages to workmen and lower prices to buyers, less 
work and more prosperity, more security and yet more jobs. This 
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is a pleasant if impossible theory and a Jot of voters, as 1948 proved, 
like to hear it. 

It would be possible, on the basis of his speeches and recommen- 
dations, to accuse Mr. Truman of sheer political demagoguery. This 
would not be fair—and the voters would not have fallen for it in 
1948 had it been true. Mr. Truman is not above turning a political 

trick, but in the over-all sense ini un- 

seme questionably sincere. On the foreign 

policy matter, for example, he has ris- 

en to considerable stature as a states- 

man, He inherited a foreign policy 
which had been geared to the war and 
had not anticipated the peace. The at- 
titude toward Russia was messy, am- 
biguousand based on the false premise 
. that Stalin was yearning to become a 
good neighbor. There was considera- 
ble division of loyalty among some of 
the men in the State Department who 
were too intrigued by the theoretical 
principles of Marxism to see the black- 
jack in the other hand. Since that day

among all the old Missourians? Mr. Truman’s appointments in the 
field of foreign policy have been alto- 
ether different from those on the domestic side. Strangely —or per- 
flaps not-so's angsty; aincc'pollics has been nilag of lawe at he 
water's edge—Mr. Truman has been careful to go out'of his way 
for the men he considered the best available for the jobs: a Repub- 
lican like Paul Hoffman to administer the Marshall Plan, a Groton 
man like Dean Acheson to run the State Department. The Presi- 
dent and the men he chose to assist him in this field do not have 
a perfect record—but considering the kind of start they had they 
have done a pretty magnificent job. If Mr. Truman had failed he 
could have excused himself on the ground that the task was hope- 
less, and a great many students of foreign affairs would have agreed. 
It is a noteworthy tribute that only once—in the White Paper on 
China—has he been forced to apologize.

N the field of domestic affairs even Mr. Truman’s worst critics 

will concede that he does like people and believes in a fair shake 
for everybody. At various times he has been a soldier, a farmer, 
a salaried man and an unsuccessful little businessman; he has a 
natural sympathy for the underdog and is suspicious of too much 
wealth or power. One of the most con- 
genial posts he ever had was as chair- 
man of the wartime Senate investigat- 
ing committee, where he had the job 
of scrutinizing war contracts and try- 
ing to keep them from becomingan in- 
strument of furthering business mo- 
nopoly. He performed this task with 
both capability and zest and was cer- 
tainly one of the ununiformed heroes 
of the war. However some of his asso- 
ciates on the committee noticed a pe- 
culiar weakness in Mr. Truman. He al- 
ways kept his eye on the goal, but he 
seemed to lack discrimination about 
the methods of getting there. “Any- 
body who came to Mr. Truman with a 
scheme for breaking up monopolies 
was sure to get 100% approval,” one PAUL HOFFMAN 
of the President’s old associates has How did this stalwart Republi- 
said, “even if the scheme was com- can get in with the Democrats? 
pletely crackpot. If Mr. Truman fig- 
ured you were seeking the same ends he was, it wasn’t hard to sell 
him a bill of goods.” 

Since Mr. Truman has been President he has bought the New 
Deal—now called the Fair Deal—bill of goods. In view of his per- 
sonal feelings and his political sagacity, this is perhaps only nat- 
ural. Mr. Truman wants to do good, and the only people around 
Washington who have a quick formula for doing good are the plan- 
ners like Keyserling and the theorists in the Federal Security Agen- 
cy and the Department of Agriculture. It is much easier, for exam- 
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le, to listen to Keyserling than it is to Dr. Edwin Nourse, who is 
eyserling’s opposite number on the Council of Economic Advis- 
ers—and takes the old-fashioned view that prosperity can only be 
worked out through sweat, strain and considerable travail. It is 
much easier to favor a federal medical plan, which holds that ade- 
quate medical care can be bought on a painless time-payment plan, 
than to face up to the shortage of doc. 
tors, the high cost of medical schools 
and‘the fact that Nevadans happen 
to live on widely scattered ranches 
rather than down the block from city 
dispensaries. As Mr. Truman found in 
1948, a politician who takes the Fair 
Deal line can promise a lotmore—and 
can seem to be giving the voters a lot 
more of what they want—than a poli- 
ian who believes in cause and effect. 
his raises an interesting and. to 
many old-fashioned people, a rather 
horrifying question: once the idea of 
the welfare state has been proposed, 
can it ever be abandoned? In all Wash-

It was not invented by Mr. Truman or by any other practical poli- 
tician; it is in part a product of the theorists and in part a product of 
mass emotions. The world has that directi 
way the political issue of our time is not whether we shall have a 
welfare state but how and to what extent we shall have it. All poli. 
ticians, Democrats, Republicans and mavericks, as they p 
art of giving the public what it wants, must reckon with this 
and even people who deplore the idea of statism and believe it can 
only lead to tragedy have come to compromise with it and actually 
to accept many of its principles. But to a real good machine politi- 
peal of the welfare state is that it can be made to 
seem to voters like the promise of something for nothing. This alone 
is almost enough to ensure its immortality. 
sident Truman has been slow to put the Fair Deal into 
some of his left-wing critics suspect, it may be because 
r Deal has more political appeal as a promise than as a re- 
ity.

It probably would have been politically smart for the Republi- 
cans to have given the Truman administration all the rope it wanted 
at the special session, or indeed at any time between 1946 and 1948. 
But the Republicans thought that President Truman was already 
beaten and they wanted to get about the business of running the 
country according to their own lights. Their actions, whatever their 
worth to the nation, turned out to be politically indiscreet. They 
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enabled President Truman to sell himself as the advocate, in oppo- 
sition to the Congress, of lower prices (which he could almost cer- 
tainly not have provided), more housing (probably unbuildable un- 
der the circumstances) and of the labor man’s rights (which he him- 
self had once tried to abrogate with the draft). 

Historians may someday put down the Truman administration 
as the only one in U.S. experience which was so thoroughly able to 
eat its cake and have it too. During the crucial postwar period, when 
its championship of price controls and public housing programs 
might have been tested in the cruel light of performance, the test 
was prevented by a Republican Congress. Such Fair Deal measures 
as federalized medicine and the Brannan farm plan are still being 
kept on the shelf—to glitter as promises without ever being tar- 
nished through use—by skeptical con- 
gressmen of both parties and also by 
the reluctance of some of the members 
of Mr. Truman’s own official family. 
The Fair Deal’s civil rights plank, 
adopted at the 1948 convention al- 
most over the dead bodies of Mr. Tru- 
man’s closest advisers, who thought 
the issue was too hot to handle, has also 
become a real political blessing. As far 
as translating the plank into law is con- 
cerned, nothing has happened; the 
Southern senators killed the whole 
program with a filibuster as soon as the 
new Congress got to work. But it has 
now been established that Mr. Tru- 
man or his political successor can gain 
votes by bleeding for the Negro all he 

leases, while Democrats who want to 
fold down the Negro need have no fear 
that the blood will do any good. A Re- 
publican who takes a stand in favor of 
giving the Negro a break has to be prepared to be taken seriously. 
‘A Democrat—as long as the Solid South is with his party and as 
long as Southern congressmen feel they have to vote for white su- 
premacy—can make the most extravagant promises without ever 
worrying that he may have to take the consequences. 

Meanwhile the U.S. economy, which grew so strong during the 
war as to be at least temporarily impervious to misfortune, has been 
steaming along at such a fabulously prosperous rate that the tax 
burden required by the Fair Deal government as now constituted 
can hardly be felt—except by upper-bracket families which fortu- 
nately constitute only a minority of the voters. The nation is so rich 
and muscular that probably nothing proposed, done or left undone 
in Washington can seriously damage it right now. There will be one 
terribly important question, of course, for the historians to answer. 
Asa result of the New Deal and then of the war, the U.S. government 
has become the biggest business in the world, except for the Rus- 
sian government. It employs 2,100,000 civilians and 1,600,000 mil- 
itary men, and it spends $45 billion a year. In such a giant establish- 
ment, whose resul not be measured by any of the usual stand- 
ards such as a businessman’s profit-and-loss statement, there is ter- 
rific room for inefficiency, waste and error. It may be that the gov- 
ernment has become much too big to be operated along the lines of a 
county courthouse, with the jobs going to friends and fellow poli- 
ticians. It may be that the policies ‘cannot continue indefinitely to 
be dreamed up by some planner in an FSA cubicle and then accepted 
because of vague goodwill or political usefulness.

How many bedfellows? 


IHERE is one even subtler question. For a long time there has 
been a high-level policy argument, between the theorists who 
incline to pragmatism and the theorists who incline toward ideal- 
ism, about the merits of the U.S. two-party system. The pragmatists 
have said, “The system is wonderful. We choose our parties by ac- 
cident of birth or by the friends we have when we are young. We 
don’t pay too much attention to principle and statesmanship; we 
join all sorts of strange bedfellows and then concentrate on the busi- 
ness of administering government in what, considering human na- 
ture, is the most efficient way possible.” The idealists have said, 
“That's all wrong. A political party should stand for something. It 
should band together people who have strong theories and strong 
rinciples, and will fi Wit for them to the death.” The pragmatiste 
ave answered, “But then we would have such violent swings as the 
victory of the British Laborites over the British Tories. One year 
the socialists would get control of the country and nationalize all 
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industry, and then free enterprisers would come back and have to 
de-nationalize it again, and so on forever and ever.” And the idealists 
have said, “But if you want to get something done, if you're really 
burning for your social theories, you have to get enough people to- 
gether to do it.” At that point the pragmatists have gained the last 
word up to now by suggesting, ‘Supposing the other side wins the 
election. What do you do—migrate?” 

In a way Harry Truman has benefited from this argument. He 
and his friends and his planners may not even be aware of it, but 
there are a great many advocates of the welfare state who will say, 
“T don’t really believe that Harry Truman is a Fair Dealer at heart. 
But I know that he will pay more attention to my economic gods, 
like Keyserling, than Tom Dewey would have.” And there are many 
sophisticated free-enterprisers who feel that Harry Truman, whai- 
ever he says in his speeches, is the best President possible at the mo- 
ment. These people will say, “If we're moving toward statism, it’s a 
lot better to have the move made by a Truman—surrounded and 
slowed down by Snyders, Sawyers and Tom Clarks—than by a really 
radical fellow like Hem a 

The question here is how thin a political party can spread itself. 
Until Harry Truman and his various old cronies, new thinkers and 
political alchemists put the idea together, nobody ever believed that 
you could simultaneously appeal to John Snyder's banker friends 
and the detachable fri of Henry Wallace’s following. Last sum- 
mer there was a remarkable dinner in Washington in honor of Speak- 
er Sam Rayburn, that fine old Texas Democrat. The dinner was giv- 
en by Congressman Frank Boykin of Alabama, a lumber and real- 
estate man who owns several million dollars. Everybody from Con- 
igess was there, a good part of the soot corps and many top in- 

lustrialists 
time. There were the prof 
President Barkley, talking about good-fellowship, the old American 
traditions and Jeffersonian democracy. There were Mr. Truman's 
businessmen-assistants like John Snyder, listening intently. 

Yet on the morrow these men would go back to the halls of Con- 
gress and to their administrative desks and give their all for Fair 

eal policies which everybody knows they never thought up and 
probably do not fully understand or approve of. Looking around the 
room an observer might have been inclined to carry that paradox 
about Harry Truman—does he mean what he says or mean his ap- 
pointments?—one step further. Do Barkley and Rayburn mean 
what they say about Jeffersonian democracy or what they say about 
the welfare state? Does John Snyder mean what he has apparently 
thought all his life? Does anybody in the Administration mean 
anything? How good can you get at machine politics—at joining 
everybody from the far left to the far right into one big happy vote- 
getting family—before your machine becomes a monster and pol- 
ities loses all rhyme and reason? 

But all this is r of the future. It has nothing to do with 
the 1950 or 1952 elections—and as far as anybody can make out, no- 
body in Washington is thinking very far past ’52. It is another tenet 
of the political machine that elections have to be won one at a time.

Exhibition of 
useful objects 


They areinexpensive and beautiful 


Last month the biggest and probably most carefully present- 
ed exhibition of useful objects ever seen in the U.S. opened in 
s Institute of Arts. Originated by Architect Alexander 
more than 3,000 items that pertain to con- 
temporary functionally handsome, each in pro- 
ductionand most of them moderately priced (pp. 120, 121). They 
were displayed in a huge room which visitors (who by last week 
totaled 64,000) entered only after first seeing some historical 
panels which seemed especially heartening at a time when Rus- 

ia is claiming credit for inventing the submarine, the airplane 
and Coca-Cola, These panels showed how such 19th Century 
U.S. devices as the steel spring seat (above) and pressed veneers 
(plywood) were subsequently borrowed by European designers 
for modern furniture designs—to be presently reborrowed by 
the U.S. as excitingly “foreign.”? 

After the display of objects came rooms designed by modern- 
ists like Charles Eames, Florence Knoll, George n. Most 
visitors, somewhat awed, left with the feeling that native design 
had comea long way since 1925 when the U.S. declined to exhibit 
in a Paris show on the grounds it had “nothing to contribute.”
